“Тп the group surrounding him there was undoubtedly 
опе Benjamin Harrison, a member of the continental Con- 
gress from Virginia, one of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence. ‘The son of this Benjamin was to take the 
same oath as President, eighth in succession from Wash- 
ington, on the steps of the Capitol in Washington City, он 
March 4, 1841. His great-grandson and namesake, twenty- 
second in succession from Washington, will, at noon to- 
day, on the same spot, assume the same high responsibility. 
It is the second occasion when the Presidential office has 
descended in one family; a curious fact in a country where 
entail and primogeniture are unknown.” 


GENERAL HARRISON’S CAREER 


redounds to his honour. Benjamin Harrison 
was born on Aug. 20, 1833, at North Bend, on 
the Ohio, and was educated at Cary’s Academy, 
Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, and at the Miami 
University at Oxford, after which he studied law 
at Cincinnati two years. At the age of twenty 
he had the good fortune to marry Miss Carrie 
L. Scott, daughter of the Rev. J. W. Scott, of 
Oxford, Ohio, and has two children. In 1854 
Harrison removed to Indianapolis, where he 
began his work in politics. In 1860 he was 
elected reporter of the Supreme Court of 
Indiana. In 1862, when the Union armies had 
met with reverses in the South, he obtained a 
Lieutenant’s commission, 
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WENT INTO CAMP 

with Company A of the 70th Indiana Regiment, 
and in less than thirty days lead to the front a 
regiment of 1000 fighting-men. During the 
Atlanta campaign General Harrison took the 
place of General Butterfield as Brigade Com- 
mander. In the fall of 1864 General Harrison 
was re-elected reporter of the Indiana Supreme 
Court. In the same year he became a member 
of a law firn; and was elected Governor of 
Indiana in 1880. In January, 1881, General 
Harrison was elected to the United States Senate, 
and his term of six years as a Senator of the 
United States established his reputation as a 
sound statesman and a powerful debater. He is 
an advocate of Civil Service reform. General 
Harrison is of soldierly bearing, and has а 
“record ” which amply justifies the great com- 
fidence reposed in him by the majority of his 
fellow-countrymen. Blessed with a good wife, he 
has a man's best support at the White House. We 
heartily wish General amd Mrs. Harrison may 
have the best of good health during their term of 
office, for good health is likely to preserve sound- 
ness of judgment.

the South. In his sturdy, outspoken inaugural 
speech to the thousands assembled in front of 
the Capitol at Washington, General Harrison 
noted that this was the beginning of the second 
century under their Constitution, and he sketched 
the progress by which the original thirteen 
States had grown into the thirty-eight of to- 
day. He looked hopefully to the continuance 
of the Protectionist system for the development 
of manufacturing enterprises in States hitherto 
agricultural, as a potent influence in the unifica- 
tion ofthe people. He advocated the amendment

PIGOTT'S CONFESSION TO MR. LABOUCHERE; 
AND THE ATTORNEY - GENERAL'S EXPRESSION OF 
REGRET ON BEHALF OF ‘f THE TIMES." 


We told in our previous Number the story of 
Richard Pigott's testimony under oath in the 
witness - box that he had procured for Mr. 
Houston and the Times the alleged letters of 
Mr. Paruell, Mr. Campbell, Mr. Davitt, and Mr. 
Egan in Paris; and likewise showed how Sir 
Charles Russell completely shook this base 
witness in cross -examination, and by means 
of Pigott's own handwriting in court went 
a great way towards proving that Pigott was 
himself the forger of the Parnell letters the 
Tünes people were credulous enough to accept 
and pay ior as genuine, and rash enough to 
publish in the Zunes, and in the ''Parnellism 
and Crime" pamphlet, which is at last with- 
drawn from publication. Pigott resided whilst 
in town at Anderton's Hotel, the Fleet-street 
hostelry so well managed by Mr. Clemow, and 
familiar to hosts of Freemasons and Clubmen. 
He went thence on Saturday week to Mr. 
Labouchere's town-house, and, in the presence 
of Mr. George Augustus Sala, gave the 
hon. member for Northampton a written and 
signed confession that he, Richard Pigott, 
had with his own hands forged the appar- 
ently criminatory letters bought by Houston 
for the Zimes. ‘Chis confession was returned to 
him by Mr. Geo. Lewis. He appears the next 
day to have made a qualifying confession to Mr. 
Shannon, to the effect that the first batch of 
letters was genuine, but not the second. He 
then, on the afternoon of Monday week, evaded 
the perjury action begun against him by hasten- 
ing to Paris. What followed was related in 
court. On Wednesday, Feb. 27, the Commis- 
sioners (Sir James Hannen, Mr. Justice Day, 
aud Mr. Justice A. L. Smith) were handed by 
Sir Richard Webster, the unfortunate Counsel 
for the Zimes, an unopened letter from Paris, 
addressed to Mr. Soames. It contained Pigott's 
confession, made to Mr. Labouchere, in the 
presence of Mr. Sala. "This having been read, 
the Attorney-General asked permission to with- 
draw from their Lordships' consideration the 
question of the genuineness of the letters sub- 
mitted to them, and, on the part of those he 
represented, he expressed their sincere regret 
that those letters were published. 

Sir C. Russell asked the Commissioners to 
express their opinion that the letters were clearly

making a special report. 
MR. PARNELL 


then entered the witness-box, and swore that 
the letters in question were not signed by him, 
nor written by hisauthority. He also stated that 
the other letters, bearing the signatures of 
Davitt, O’Kelly, and Egan, were fabrications. 
On the reassembling of the Commission on 
Friday, March 1, Mr. O'Kelly, M.P., Mr. Camp- 
bell, M.P., and Mr. Davitt went into the witness- 
box and denied that they had written the 
notorious letters attributed to them. Mr. Justin 
M‘Carthy, M.P., stated that he had never to his 
knowledge seen Pigott. 
MR. GEORGE LEWIS 

gave evidence as to his interview last year at Mr. 
Labouchere’s house with Pigott. He accused 
him of forgery, and Pigott admitted his guilt. 


. MR. LABOUCHERE 


denied that he offered Pigott £1000 to swear that 
the letters were forgeries. Pigott asked him if 
he would give £1000 for certain documents which 
could be produced, and he replied that he must 
first see the documents. He also gave an account 
of the confession interview he had on Saturday, 
Feb. 23, with Pigott, an account which Mr. Sala 
afterwards corroborated. Mr. Soames having 
been recalled and questioned as to the statements 
Pigott made to him, Sir C. Russell again asked the 
Court to make an interim report as to the forgery 
of the letters, and the President promised that 
the matter should be considered. 


HOW PIGOTT ‘GAVE HIMSELF AWAY." 

The hint as to Pigott’s presence in Madrid, it 
seems, came trom London, and was the outcome of a 
telegram which the wretched man had himself 
foolishly directed to Mr. J. Shannon, the Irish 
solicitor who has been engaged in the Times case, at 
the office of Mr. Soames, the Zimes solicitor, at 58, 
Lincoln’s-iun-fields. ‘This message гап :—‘‘ Please 
ask Mr. S. to send me what you promised, and write 
to Roland Ponsonby, Hotel Embajadores, Madrid.” 
Upon the receipt of this telegram, Mr. Soames im- 
mediately communicated, with Detective-Inspector 
Littlechild, who directed that a letter which Mr. 
Shannon had written, in which he denied that any 
promise of money had been made, should be with- 
held and that a letter should be sent with a view of 
detaining Pigott in Madrid until he could be arrested, 
which was done. The British Embassy in Madrid 
were then notified, and the Spanish authorities being 
subsequently informed, the futile attempt to arrest 
Pigott quickly followed. 

THE FORGER’S SUICIDE. 


We learnt from a Central News Correspondent 
that Pigottarrived at Madrid from Paris on the fore- 
noon of Thursday week ; put up at the Hôtel Emba- 
jadores, and went out with au interpreter to see the 
sights of Madrid. The end cameon the Friday after- 
noon, March 1. At half-past four police-officers 
arrived at the hotel, and, after questioning the inter- 
preter, satisfied themselves that Pigott was the man 
they wanted. Mr. Rolaud Ponsonby, alias Pigott, 
was in his bed-room on the first floor, and thither the 
scared interpreter and the police officer in charge 
proceed: d. ‘Lhe interpreter tapped at the door, and 
was told to come in. Не entered the room and told 
Pigott that a police inspector wanted to speak to him. 
Pigott turned deadly pale, and for a moment seemed 
to lose his nerve completely ; but he soon pulled him- 
self together, and calmly told the interpreter that it 
was all right; he would see the gentleman. At this 
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moment the inspector entered the room, and Pigott, 
muttering something about hisluggage, stepped back 
а pace or two and opened the hand-bag, which lay 
upon а chair. Тһе inspector then seemed to divine

was too late. 
PIGOTT HAD A BIG REVOLVER 

in his hand, placed the muzzle against his mouth, 
drew the trigger, and fell to the ground a horribly- 
mutilated corpse. Soon afterwards the chief of 
police, to whom information of the suicide had been 
sent by special messengers, arrived at the hotel, and 
in the presence of the usual judicial officials seals 
were placed upon the dead man’s effects. These 
were few in number, and of little value. In the bag 
were found two or three shirts and some socks, all 
quite new. 

In the pocket of the overcoat was found an official- 
looking document, which on investigation proved to 


be a police license, dated Dublin, and authorising 


Richard Pigott, journalist, to carry а revolver. A 


м, 
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letter found in the handbag fnrnished the additional 
proof that the dead man was the notorious Pigott 
of the Parnell Commission. The letter was enclosed 
in an envelope addressed to Mr. Henry Labouchere, 
M.P. The envelope was closely sealed, and ready 
to be put in the post. 1% was, of course, taken 
ossession of by the judicial authorities, who for a 
ong time positively refused to give any information 
as to its contents. Persistence, however, had its 
reward; and I am able to inform you that this 
epistle, probably the last written by the forger’s hand, 
repeats in substance the confession of guilt made by 
Pigott to Mr. Labouchere, in the presence of Mr. Sala. 
_Mr. Labouchere, writing to the Pal? Май Gazette, 
kindly said he would subscribe £50 for Pigott’s 
children, and remarked :—** The two elder sons are, 
I believe, at the Jesuits' College; the two younger 
children are with a maid-servant at Pigott's house at 
Kingstown.
